Subject: —Import of Staple Fibre [S. No. 122(xu)/V] from U.S.A. under the 
AID Loan No. 217— April—March 1903 licensing period. 


No. 146-ITC(PN)/G2. —The Government of India have decided to allow the 
import of staple Abie (man made) from U S.A under AID Loan No. 217. Appli¬ 
cations for its import will be considered by the Joint Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports, Bombay from the consuming units in consultation with the Textile 
Commissioner, Bombay. 


2. Licences for the import of staple fibre (man made) under AID Loan 
No. 217 will be granted subject to the terms and conditions set out in the 
Appendix to Ministry of Commerce & Industry Public Notice No. 74-ITC(PN)/ 
62, dated the 26th June, 1962. As the item staple libie has already been adver¬ 
tised in the International Commerce of the United States, the submission of 
‘Notice to U.S. Business' by the liccncees is not necessary and condition V of the 
Appendix to Ministry of Commerce & Industry Public Notice No. 74-ITC(PN)/ 
62, dated the 26th June, 1962 will, therefore, be applicable to the licences issued 
for import of this item under AID Loan No, 217. The names of U.S. suppliers, 
who mav express an interest in the supply of staple fibre will be announced 
later. Licences for import of this item will be issued only on receipt of an 
intimation from consuming units accepting the terms and conditions indicated 
in Appendix to the said Public Notice, dated the 20th June, 1962. 

Applications for import of staple fibre (man made) should be superscribed 
as “under AID Loan No. 217” and should be made in the usual form and manner 
to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay with a copy to the 
Textile Commissioner, Bombay so as to reach them latest by the 16th November, 


1962. 

The attention of the importers is further drawn to the fact that in the event 
of non-fulfilment of the conditions mentioned m the Appendix to Ministry of 
Commerce & Industry Public Notice No, 74-ITC(PN)/62 dated the 26th June, 
1902 mentioned above, the licences granted under the AID Loan No. 217 tor 
import of staple fibre (man made) will not be valid for import.
